The tragedy of a gencral who 
had been five times mentioned -in 
despatches and had not slept. 
properly since the war, was re- 
vented at an inquest before the 
borough coroner, Mr, J. E. 
Chapple, at Hythe Town Hall, 
Kent. 

Dr. Stanley Willlamson gave 
evidence that ho had attended Brig- 
Gen. Phillip Patrick Evelyn de Berry, 
who was 66 of E-risfield Road, Hythe, 
for a painful complaint. Tt was not 
malignant-and he was making pro- 
press, but he was difeult to convince 
that this was so. 

Gen, de Berry was very Introspec~ 
live and inclined to take too much 
notice of his symptoms. He had 
never bean u good sleeper, but dur~ 
ing his recent illness had been worse, 

The doctor sald he called ‘at the 
general's house at 8.30 on Sunday 
morning ond found that he had shot 


‘himself In the head with a revolver 


und then fallen to the floor, 
FIT OF DEPRESSION 


Agnes Rose MacKim, a widow, who 
had been, housekeeper to the general 
for the past year, said he nod told 
her, he had not slept properly since 
the war. 

The Coroner, In giving his verdict, 
sald that although Gen, de Berry had 
been suffering from a painful com- 


‘| plaint of which he took a serlous 


view, he had been progressing satis- 
factorilly, and in ordinary circum~ 
stances would have made a good 
recovery., . 

SH}s nerves’ being’ bad, “his “itiness~ 
combined to make him really de- 
pressed. During one of those fits of 
depression, In the middle-of the night, 
when he was alone and could not 
sleep, he took his life. 

“My verdict is that he died through 
shock from wounds caused Sy o re« 
volver bullet, self-inflicted while the 
balance of his mind was disturbed.’ 

The Coroner added: “It is sad to 
think that this {s the end of a brilliant 
career spent in the service of his 
country.” : 


Hospitals Must 
Be Ready Says 
Health 
Minister

limeHght than Silva, whose task for 
the most part consisted of putting 
down blocks, 

There were a few flne heads, but a 
conslstently high standard wos not 
mnintalned.

Farmers Use Gas To 
Keep Them Down 


An increase in the number of 
rabbits, due to exceptionally 
favourable breeding-conditions 
in the Spring, is causing excep- 
tional losses to farmers in many 
parts of Britain. 

In the West Ridlng farmers are 
using gas to keep the rabbits down. 
Turnips and other crops have been 
spoiled by having the tops eaten off

Japanese Advance Checked 


s : Wuning, Sept. 19. 

-A full regiment of Japanese troops, 
supported by several heavy artillery 
pieces and advancing westward along 
the highway from Juichang,  w:

way between Juichang and Wuning. 

The Japanese in their drive cap- 
tured Fangkiapu and Fengldapu, two 
small villages west of Juichang.

‘ Hankow, Sept. 18. 

A steady stream of Japanese wuar- 
ships and transports filed through 
the Red Cliff gorge past flercely 
burning Wusuch to-day, {following 
the fall of the city and its two forts. 

The Chinese who cvacuated Wu- 
such on Saturday morning are now 
strongly entrenched Jn a 600ft. high 
aT weonitesmorth= 
west of the city. . 

For over a week Wusueh thas 
stood out against an incessant 
barrage of shells and bombs 
from acroplanes above, warships 
below and artillery in the hills 
across the river, . 

Chinese defenders have clung ten- 
taclously to the city, despite one of 
the most terrific bombardments suf- 
fered since the fall of Kiukiang. 

Half o mile above Wusuch and Its 
twin city, Makow, is the first of the 
three remaining booms of sunken 
ships, ‘ . 

Almost os soon os the Japancse 
triumphantly entered Wusuch, the 
Invaders’ “death squad” of dynamit- 
ing divers were at work on the ‘boom, 
preparing o passage for the waiting 
transports and warships, which are 
now only 98 miles by water from 
the three Wuhan citles, 

Japancse naval H.Q. is believed to 
ve hurrying the drive on Hankow 
owing -to the rapidness with which 
the Yangtse level is now falling. 
They fear that larger warships and 
transports may. be stranded and may 
not be able to participate in the final 
battle against Hankow, 

Military forces, almost standstilled 
on both sides of the Yangtse, are 
many miles behind the warships, 
leaving both banks of the river 
through which the vessels must pass 
comparatively unprotected, 


Shangcheng Falls 


Hankow, Sept. 19. 

An official communique admits 
that “Japanese troops occupied 
Shangcheng at 7 a.m. yesterday, the 
messnge adding that fighting is rag- 
ing in the Hwangchuan area but that 
the city is still in Chinese hands.

|Gang Caught 


y Police 


Hard Labour For Men 
Who Terrorised 
Nunneries 


Members of, a gang believed to 
have been ‘responsible for a Jarge 
number of robberies in nunneries*in 
the New Territories during the past 
few months, three men, Liu Kam, 
41, Cheung Sang, 27, and Chiu 
Chung, 23, ‘oppeared before Mr. 
Justice E. H. Williams at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning. 

Liu was charged on one count of 
robbery, while Cheung faced one 
count of receiving: stolen — property 
and four of robbery. Chiu was 
charged with Cheung on two of the 
robbery ‘counts. 

“Mr. J. LB, Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted, and said that 
the case was a serious or It arose 
out of a series of robberies which 
took place In- the New Territories 
during June, July and August. The 
robberies were carried out by a 
Rang of four or five men, and all 
followed the same lines, The rob- 
bers pained entry into the nunneries 
by breaking a hole In the roofs. 
They terrorised the occupants and 
robbed them of moncy, jewellery 
and clothing. 

Among the places robbed were 
the Hung Sing Temple, and the 
Ching Wai Tong, Wong Ching Tong, 
Cheung Shan and Po Chan Tong 
nunncrics, 

It appenred that Cheung was the 
leader. of the band, continued Mr. 
Prentis, and in the case of the last 
two robberies, In which he had been 
necompanied by Chit, violence had 
been used, There was no evidence 
that Liu had been connected with 
any of the other robberies beyond 
the one with which he was charged. 

Liu was sentenced to three years’ 
hard Iabour: Cheung to two years 


on the recelving count, three ycars{" 


on one of the robbery counts, con- 
current with the first term, and to 
a further two years on another rob- 
pory—count,—thissto—be_served—con— 
secutively. On the two counts In 
which he was charged with Chiu, 
Cheung was sentenced to two years’ 
hard labour on cach, these terms to 
be concurrent with the others. Chiu 
was sentenced to a total of three and 
a half years’ hard Jabour on the two 
counts against him.

Hankow, Sept. 19. 
fall of Shangcheng, 
in south-eastern Honan, Chinese 
Military Headquarters reported yes- 
terday that the defenders were stub- 
bornly holding on to Huangchuan 
(Kwangchow) In the same scctor.

WATER 

It is undeserved ill-luck that 
VWonrkonpe-should-be-visited-by 
its worst drought in 43 yearg at 
a time when its thirst for water 
is greater than at any other 
period in its century of history. 
Excepting 1896, when only 1G 
inches of rain were recorded, 
this year will almost certainly 
end as the driest since the Royal 
Observatory begun functioning, 
for it will need record rains in 
November and December—al- 
most ‘invariably the | driest 
months of the year—for’ the 
total to approach anywhere near 
even the next lowest recorded 
fall of 57 inches of exactly 
forty years age. The revela- 
tion last week that the Colony’s 
reservoirs contain only sufficient 
water for a further three 
months’ supply at the present 
rate of consumption is, in view 
of the approaching dry season, 
most disturbing. Per capita 
consumption of water has in- 
creased alarmingly -in recent 
years—in 1986 it was 629 
gallons per month per capita 
and in August this year 858 
gallons per capita. Government 
apprehensions regarding was- 
tage are not ill-founded and if 
Hongkong is not to have re- 
enacted the almost catastrophic 
shortage of 1929, when the 
Colony was on the point of im- 
porting water from Canton and 
Macao, more stringent measures 
will have to be taken. , 

At the sime time, Govern- 
ment cannot eseape criticism for 
the recurrence of Hongkong’s 
perennial) water difficulties. The 
position has, of course, been 
aggravated by — this year's 
drought, coupled with the ab- 
normal and unexpected increase 
in population, but as long ago 
as April last year—six months 
before the outbreak of hostilities 
in Ohina—Government’. was 
warned in no uncertain terms in 
a Report on the Water Supply 
prepared by Mr. W. Woodward 
that the provision of further 
supplies would .have to be put 
in hand as early as possible if. 
restrictions were to be nvoided. 
In adopting Mr. Woodward's 
proposals for the expenditure 
of $3,186,000 for urgent im- 
provements and additional sup- 
ply mains, Government «avoided 
the major requirement. for 
ending the perennial shortages 
—construction of another huge 
reservoir in the Tai Lam 
Chung Valley area. - Govern- 
ment’s indecision in embarking 
upon any new loan under- 
taking of such magnitude,

bad case. Defendant had — been 
caught in the act of making the coins 
ata fiat in Tai Nam Street on August 
31, and a very large number of coins 
were found. The paraphernalla’ for 
counterfeiting was very compres 
hensive and on very large number of 
coins could be made. ' 

His Lordship, sentencing defendant, 
said that defendant had prefessed to 
be refugee when he came to Hong- 
kong.
